HONOR PIONEERS 


From an interested subscriber we received the fol- 


lowing very interesting article regarding a dedication 
that is scheduled to take place at Youngsville Thurs- 
day afternoon, that should interest every reader who 
appreciates the sacrifices that were made by early 
pioneers who settled Warren county: 


"The erection of markers upon or near sites of his- 


torical interest brings the present and future genera- 
tions in closer touch with days long past. This is as 
it should be. 


"The Mead family figured largely in the early his- 


tory of Crawford and Warren counties. Their war rec- 
ords are well known, but many of the Meads, too old 
or too young to serve their country thus, were neverthe- 
less contributing their time and ability in making habit- 
able a wilderness where heretofore only the red man had 
pitched his wigwam, fished the streams, or with bow 
and arrow slew the wild game of the forest. 


"From near, what is now the city of Meadville, to 


the wilderness of the Brokenstraw Valley in 1795 came 
Darius Mead and his brother Joseph to make this beau- 
tiful valley their permanent home. Later they were fol- 
lowed by John Mead. Here they built homes, school, 
church and realizing the need of mills, erected the first 
grist mill and saw mill in Warren county. 


"The Brokenstraw branch of the Mead descendants 


have honored these pioneer ancestors by placing a 
memorial at the end of West Main street. Youngsville. 


"It is near the site of the old mill and on property 


that originally belonged to the plot owned by the Meads, 
The memorial is outstanding, and in keeping with what 
it represents as the old mill stones, which ground the 
grain, are used in its construction. 
Thus not only the 


builders have been honored, but the old mill stones have 
been preserved that future generations may better un- 
derstand the method of grain grinding in the early 
days. 


"The dedication of this memorial will take place 


Thursday, July 25, at 3:30 p. m. (D. S. T.) at the west 
end of West Main street. Youngsville, and not only 
the citizens of Youngsville are most cordially invited 
to be present, but anyone interested in the early history 
of Warren county will be very welcome. 


"A prominent attorney of Erie will be the speaker at 


the dedication ceremony. Plan towbe present." 


LESSON IN MAGNITUDE 


The United States is not by nature a militaristic 


nation, and when faced by a military problem it is 
apt to minimize the difficulties and demand instant 
(and miraculous) action. 


It is interesting to note a little detail, therefore. 


In the course of this summer's maneuvers, some 132,- 
901 men and their equipment are to be transported. 
For Switzerland or Kumania that would not be a large 
operation, but many will be surprised to note that it 
implies the use of 466 special trains, 3112 coaches, 
1324 baggabe cars, and 497 flat cars among other 
rolling stock. 


Careful arrangements have had to be made to 


have this ready and available. There is no question, 
thanks to the efficiency of the American railroad 
system, that it will be well and easily done. But 
somehow the picture of those 466 special trains roll- 
ing across the country brings home the magnitude of 
modern military operations in a way in which Amer- 
icans are not accustomed to consider them.

them by naming some such person 
as Speaker Bankhead. 


That Wallace was chosen shows 


clearly a decision in the Roosevelt 
camp to shoot the works—to line 
the Democratic party up unmis- 
takably as the liberal party, as the 
New Deal party. 
The chance to 


do some much-needed appeasing 
of 
the party's malcontents was 
passed up. 


The Wallace nomination has two 


other implications. 


One is that the New Dealers are 


supremely 
confident — probably 


over-confident—of victory in No- 
vember. They dared to ignore the 
demand for appeasement simply 


because they "felt that with Roose- 
velt renominated the election was 
as good as won. 


The other implication is grim- 


mer. 
The last thing anyone usu- 


ally thinks of, in picking a vice 
presidential nominee, is the chance 
that the man might some day be- 
come president. That thought was 
very much in mind when Wall- 
ace's nomination was asked for.

The politi- 
cians who figure Chicago is the 
luckiest convention city in the 
land add the Bull Moose conven- 
tion nomination of Teddy, too, be- 
cause although he didn't win the 
election, he did give William 
Howard a lickins at the polls.

Fi*o m an in terested su bscriber we receiv ed th e fo l­ 
lo win g v ery in terestin g article regardin g a dedicatio n 
th at is sch edu led to take p lace at Yo u n gsv ille Th u rs-* 
day aftern o o n , th at sh o u ld in terest ev ery reader wh o 
ap p reciates th e sacrilices th at were made by early 
p io n eers wh o settled Warren co u n ty : 
"The erection of markers upon or near sites of his­ 
torical interest brings the present and future genera­ 
tions in closer touch with day s long past. 
This is as 
it should be. 
“ The Mead family figured largely in the early his­ 
tory of Crawford and Warren counties. 
Their war rec­ 
ords are well known, but many of the Meads, too old 
or too y oung to sei*ve their country thus, were neverthe­ 
less contributing their time and ability in making habit­ 
able a wildeiTiess where heretofore only the red man had 
pitched his wigwam, fl.shed the streams, or with bow 
and arrow slew the wild game of the forest. 
“ From near, what is now' the city of Meadville, to 
the wilderness of the Brokenstraw Valley in 1795 came 
Darius Mead and his brother J oseph to make this beau­ 
tiful valley their permanent home. Later they w'ere fol­ 
lowed by J ohn Mead. 
Here they built homes, school, 
church and realizing the need of mills, erected the first 
grist mill and saw mill in Warren county . 
“ The Brokenstraw' branch of the Mead descendant.s 
have honored these pioneer ancestors by placing a 
memorial at the end of West Main street, Youngsville. 
“ It is near the site of the old mill and on property 
that originally belonged to the plot owned by the Meads. 
The memorial is outstanding, and in keeping with w’hat 
It represents as the old mill stones, which ground the 
grain, are used in its con.struction. 
Thus not only the 
builders have been honored, but the old mill stones have 
been preserved that future generations may better un­ 
derstand the method of grain grinding in the early 
day s. 
“ The dedication of this memorial w'ill take place 
Thursday , J uly 25. at 3:30 p. m. iD. S. T.) at the west 
end of West Main street. Youngsville, and not only 
the citizens of Youngsville aie most cordially invited 
to be present, but any one interested in the early history 
of Warren county w'ill be very w’elcome. 
“ A prominent attorney of Erie will be the speaker at 
the dedication ceremony . 
Plan to*be present.”

SIGN OF DEATH 


OF SHADE TREES 


Harrisburg—Leaf spots on shade 


and ornamental trees are evidence 
of a, leaf disease but do not indi- 
cate that the trees are dying, 
Chas. E. Baer, Deputy Secretary 
of the Department of Forests and 
Waters, said today. 


A leaf-blight of the sycamore. 


•white oak and maple, known as 
anthracnose disease, is especially 
abundant throughout the State this 
•summer. Leaf diseases are usually 
caused by a species of fungi and 
become numerous during wet sea- 
sons. They are characterized by 
the formation of dead areas which 
vary in size, shape and color in 
the tissues of various tree leaves. 
The _dead sections sometimes fall 
out and result in holes 01 the 
leaves may be killed entirely and 
appear as if they are frost killed 
Leaf spot diseases are rarely the 
primary cause of a tree dying but 
the decreased 
green 
leaf 
area. 


which is the food manufacturing 
portion of the tree, results in the 


reduction of growth and nutriment. 


Control measures to pi event re- 


peated defoliations are sometimes 
advisable. 
All leaves which fall 


from the affected trees should be 
raked together and burned. Dead 
and cankeied branches and twigs 
should be pruned before the buds 
burst in spring. 
Three low in 


vigor can be aided by soil fertili- 
zation, especially during the spring 
months. 


"For 
valuable trees, spiaymg 


with freshly made Bordeaux mix- 
ture will piotect the leaves from 
infection " Eaer said. 
"Little or 


no benefit can be expected from 
spraying after considerable infec- 
tion has taken place. 
The first 


application should be made about 
the time the new leaves appeal in 
the spring and the second about 
one week later. If the season is 
unusually rainy, three and foui 
application? may be advisable at 
intervals of tv. o weeks".

those places that have played a 
significant part in the establish- 
ment of our democracy.

strengthen our material defenses.] 
The success of this program is i son". 


largely dependent on the loyalty 
and determination of the people. 


"A splendid way to revive and 


strengthen the personal sense of 
patriotism is to visit one or several 
of our national historic parks, bat- 
tlefields, and monuments. Visitors 
to the scenes of the hardships and 
triumphs of our forebears never 
fail to experience a surge of pride 
in our accomplishments, and a 
feeling of thankfulness that they 
are permitted to carry on and pro- 
tect the principles of justice and 
freedom which are the foundation 
of the nation. 


"The historical areas administer- 


ed by the Department of Interior 
are many in number and varied in 
type but each is a memorial to a 
significant event in the chronicle 
of America.

NO FEAR OF RYEGRASS 


GIVING TROUBLE LATER 


Warren county farmers interest- 


ed rn tire use of ryegrass as a cov- 
er crop to be sown in corn or 
truck 
crops 
sometimes inquire 


whether it may prove a nuisance 
in later years. 


County Agent O. C. Tritt dispels 


all fears by saying that "there 
seems to be little danger of this, 
also small chance of getting1 bad 
weeds in ryegress seed." If rye-1 
grass is allowed to go to seed on a 
field, some of the seeds may come i 
up later but there is not much 
more chance of their causing seri- 
ous trouble than a crop of "fall 
grass" let go to seed. 


Ryegrass heads look much like 


those of quack grass, and some 
faimeis have confused the two. 
Mr. Tritt explains that they are 
easily distinguished. 
In quack 


glass, the spikelet is set on the stem [ 
sidewise, as are the spikelets in a 
head of wheat or rye. The spike- j 
lets of lyegrass are set on the 
stem edgewise 


The reason that quack grass is 


a bad weed is because of the heavy 
running roots Which are almost 
impossible to kill and which are 
dragged and scattered by harrows 
and cultivators. Ryegrass can re- 
produce only by seed. 
It has a 


fibrous loot system without run- 
ners, and when plowed down should 
be killed just as completely a? 
timothy. 


In plowing a cover crop of rye- 


grass, it will be much more neces- 
sary to have a .iointer on the plow 
than in plowing bare ground. With- 
out a jointer, some of the grass 
may not be turned completely un- 
der and this, of course, may con- 
tinue to glow and go up to seed 
Even that possibility is nothing 'to 
worry about 


As to getting bad w eeds in do- 


mestic ryegress seed, while quack 
grass and Canada thistle occur in 
Oregon where ryegress seed is pro- 
duced, they are relatively rare, es- 
pecially the quack grass 
If Can- 


ada thistle is present, the fact is 
leported in the purity test on the 
tag. 
Files of the seed analyst at 


Harrisburg show no serious weeds 
in any samples of ryegrass seed 
submitted.

SUMMER CULTIVATION 


BEST WHEN SHALLOW 


Root systems of vegetables vary 


in different seasons, according to 
County Agent O. C. Tritt. 


During seasons, such as 1940, 


when rainfall is plentiful and time- 
ly, vegetables do not develop large 
root systems. In dry seasons, roots 
grow farther laterally and vertical- 
ly-Since vegetables are shallow-root- 
ed plants which produce most of 
their roots in the plowed area 
where soil is loose and fertility 
most plentiful, Mr. Tritt, says tha't 
cultivation must be shallow, one 
to two inches, and frequent enough 
to control weeds and maintarn a 
surface mulch.
